Charles W. llartlett, citizen, KOlilier, advocate, 


•KHK born in Jioston August 13, 1S45. Ills parents 
removed to Kast Cambridge n few years later, 
where lie attemlwl the public, soluwlii. At the ngo 
of 11 lie was a pupil of tho I'utnum Grnnimnr 
Kchool and much interested in lii.s studies: .but 
lie was compelled to (,'lvc up his school and jjo 
with hl.1 parents who ri-moved to n farm In the 
town of I.ec, X.H., whero tho educational ailvnn- 
tapes were nut equal to those of Cambridge. 


Howovor, the boy was possessed with a desire 


to secure an education, and what time, could be 
Bpared from the ruauy duties ho found to perform 
upon a rocky farm, he attended the district school 
of Lee. There are still livinp in New Hampshire 
quite n number of people who knew Gen. Hiirtlutt 
tit tliis period of his career, and who tell with 
pride of the elforts of a dutiful son to aid his 
parents In getting a livinjj on a rented farm, 
while, at the same time striving to secure an edu- 
cation. It is related by one who knows the early' 
life of (leu. llartlett that* he was an omnlverous 
reader, clovutinir trie, lonjf winter evenings after 
the farm work was completed to careful study 
and reading of such hooks as he could secure. I.t 
was "in that Xew Hampshire home, devoid of 
everything but the barest necessities, that the 
successful advocate of to-day grounded himself in 
the rudiments of law and history. He wns a good 
farmer and a'tfooil student, and the habits of 
curly lifo imposed upon him by a liick of wealth 
and opportunity make him thorough in all he 
docs, perfectly frank, open and honest. 


Determined to secure an education, opportunity 


came to attend for two short terms a small academy 
lit.\udover. X H. While enjoying this (to him) 
great privilege of attending an academy, ho con- 
tinued his studies in private. It was "his great 
pood fortune at this time to form the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremiah Smith, at present a professor at 
the Harvard law school. 
IVof. Smith had gradu- 


ated from Harvard nnd was living at the Halo 
farm, near the home -of Mr. llartlett. He inter- 
ested himself in the Uartlett boy, encouraged him 
to study, and aided him in many ways, particu- 
larly by hearing him recite the lessons learned. 


The pinch of poverty was unceasing, however, 


.nud as the season "grow more suitable for farming 
thau for study, young llartlett was compelled to 
relinquish his studies and go to work ns a Jjread 
•winner. He worked as a laborer in a crew that 
traveled nbout the stAte compressing hay Into 
bales. This was hard work, and the hours were 
from daylight to dark; but two mouths of sucir 
labor enabled him' to accninnlate money with 
which to assist in his education. 


At the breaking out of tho war he was about 10 • 


years of age. and he was extremely anxious to 
join his schoolboy comrades and enlist, but being 
an only son he could not secure the consent of 
his parents, and at this time could not go to the 
front. Later, however, he secured the consent of 
his father, nnd he promptly left the Sew'Hamp- 
shire home, went to Host'on. nnd enlisted as a 


which ho was examined he never studied, hnt it 
was here that his great reading and re.tentivc 
memory came to his aid, anil not only in this 
particular branch, but in all others, he success- 
fully passed the examination. He Ifcarned in the 
month of .Time of his success with his examina- 
tions. 
Then arose the momentous problem of 


providing the necessary money to defray his ex- 
ponscs. Inspired with a worthy ambition, he 
sought w'ork to earn tho money. "The best thing 
obtainable was" employment as a laborer with a 
bridge-builder, 
lie accepted the opportuuity 


gladly, and was put to work with other men at 
the dangerous work of building a cofferdam. He 
continued in the employ of the bridge builder 
until the college year opened in Hcptcmber. 
With the money thus earned young Itnrtlett en- 
tered Dartmouth College, and managed to get 
along until tho winter vacation came. 


In those days It was customary to permit de- 


scrying students to leave college to teach for brief 
periods country schools throughout Xe*.v England. 


private in Company A, 5th Xlassnchusetts^rcgi- 
incnt. He served his term of service nnd was 
mustered out in November, 1804. 


When he returned home from tho war, he re- 


sumed his studies at the academy at Andovcr, 
N. II., where some boyish prank brought him into 
conflict with the Academy authorities, which re- 
sulted in his leaving the school. With n determin- 
ation characteristic of tho man. the hoy was 
more than ever desirous of securing an education, 
and without saving a word to anyone he went to 
Dartmouth College, nnd there, took tho entrance 
examinations. 
One of the many branches in

Availing himself of the opportunity to replenish 
his depleted funds, he went to Tmro, Mass., and 
there in that section of the old Cape Coil town 
known as Hogsback, young Bartlett made his 
first appearance as a school teacher. 
He was 


successful in his teaching, and with the money 
accumulated he went back to Dartmouth College 
for the spring term. 


After completing his studios at college that 


spring- he went into the hay fields as a laborer, 
and followed the harvest from the lowlands to 
the uplands. With tho money earned he went to 
college for tho fall term, later returning trt Capo 
Cod to teach a brief term at Wcllfleet, This was 
a rather peculiar school, in that it waa made np 
principally of those healthy young Cape Codders 
who passed most of tho year'in deep sea fishing, 
returning home for a brief period in winter. 
There were between SO and CO of them, and they 
were a studious, well-behaved lot and seemed to 
realize that it was important that they should

l-'rom Wcllflcct Hartlctt returned to college for 


another term, when an urgent request came for a 
teacher to take charge of a school in which tho 
pupils had been running things to suit themselves. 
The president of tlie college bent word that he had 
two men, either of whom were capable of under- 
taking the task. One of them was Gen. Itartlctt, 
.and the other was Judge. Maynard, now of tho 
Superior Court of Massachusetts. Gen. Bartlett 
was sent out to take charge of the school, and as 
in almost all his undertakings he was successful. 
This school wofi at South Gardner, Mass. Later 
he again taught at Wellflect 


While in college Gen. liartlett was a member of 


the D. K. K. fraternity. 
After he graduated 


from college in the class of 'GO, he received n 
proposition to touch the high school at Salmon 
Falls, N.II. There had been considerable trouhlc 
and one term had been broken up. 
tie took 


charge of the school and taught it peaceably. 


In tlic meantime at every opportunity he had 


been studying law,1 and soon after completing his 
college course he entered the Albany, K. Y., law 
school. He completed the course, and was ad- 
mitted to the liar of New York in 1871. 


Gen. llartlett returned to his New Hampshire 


home and entered into a law purtuersliip with 
Samuel M. Wheeler of Dover, N.H. He remained 
there two years, and then started for New York 
city by way of Boston. When he arrived in Bos- 
ton he met a friend with whom he had business 
transactions in Xcw Hampshire who wanted him 
to, take charge of some legal matters in Boston. 
Gen. 
Bartlett demurred, saying he hod no office or 


facilities for work, and was nn his way to New 
York. lie was induced to call at the office of N. 
H. Brj-ant, au attorney, and explain the situation 
to him. Mr. Bryant very generously gave Gen. 
Bartlett a desk in his oflicc, and invited him to 
remain just as long as he wished. The result was 
that Ocn. Hartlctt occupied that dosU for 13 
years.

His Election Will Convince Congress that Massachusetts is in Earnest in its Demand 


for Free Hides, Coal, Iron Ore, Lumber and Wood Pulp. 


Charles W. Bartlctt, citizen, soldier, advocate, 


was \torn In Hoston August IS, 1845. His parents 
removed to Kast Cambridge a few years later, 
where ho attended tho publlo schools. At tho age 
of 11 ho was n pxipil of tho I'utnnm Grammar 
School aud much interested iu his studios; but 
ho was compelled to give up his school and go 
with <hls parout-4 who removed to a farm in the 
town of lice, N.H., where tho educational advan- 
tages wore not equal to tho.so of Cambridge. 


However, tho boy was possessed with a desire 


to secure an education, and what time could he 
uparcd from the many duties ho found to perform 
upon a rocky farm, he attended the district school 
of TXJO. There are still living in New Hampshire 
quite a number of people who knew Gen. B&rtlett 
at this period of his career, and who tell with 
pride of 'the efforts of a dutiful son to aid his 
parents in getting a living on a rented farm, 
•while at t^ie same time striving to secure au edu- 
cation. It is related bv one who knows tho early 
life of Gen. llartlett that he was an ornnlvcroui 
reader, devoting tTie long' winter evenings after 
tho farm work was completed to careful study 
nnd reading of such books as he could secure. It 
was in that New Hampshire., home, devoid of 
everything but the barest necessities, that tho 
successful advocate of to-day grounded himself in 
the rudiments of law and history. He was a good 
farmer and n good student, and the habits of 
early lifo imposed upon him by a lack of wealth 
and opportunity make him thorough in all he 
does, perfectly frank, opcu and honest. 


Determined to secure an education, opportunity 


came to attend for two short terms a small academy 
nt Andover, N. U. While enjoying this (to him) 
great privilege of attending an academy, ho con- 
tinued hi& studies iu private. It was his great 
good fortune at this time to form the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremiah Smith, at present n professor at 
the Harvard law school. Prof. Smith had gradu- 
ated from Harvard and was Hvlnp at the Hale 
farm, near the homo of Mr. Bartlcit. He inter- 
ested himself In the Bartlett boy, encouraged him 
to study, and aided him in many ways, particu- 
larly by hearing him recite the lessons learned! 


Tho pinch of poverty was unceasing, however, 


»nd as the season grew more suitable for farming 
than for study, young Bartlett was compelled to 
relinquish his studies and go to work as a bread 
winner. He worked as a laborer in n crew that 
traveled aboat tho state compressing hay into 
bales. This was hard work, and the hours were 
from daylight to dark; but two m/mths of snch 
labor enabled him to accumulate-money with 
which to assist iu his education. 


At the breaking out of the war he was about 16 


years of age, and he was extremely anxious to 
join his schoolboy comrades and enlist, but being 
an only son ho could not secure the~consent of 
his parents, and at this time could not go' to the 
front. Later, however, he secured tho consent of 
his father, and he promptly left the New Hamp- 
shire home,, went to Boston, and enlisted as a 
private in Company A, 5th Massachusetts • regi- 
ment. He served his term of service and was 
mustered out in Norcmber, 1804. 


When he returned home from the war, he re- 


Rumed, his studies at tho academy at Andover; 
N. H.. where tome boyish prank "brought him into 
conflict with the academy 'authorities, which re- 
sulted in his leaving the school. With a determin- 
ation characteristic, of the man,' the boy was 
more thau ever desirous of securing an education, 
and without saying a word to anyone he w'ent to 
Dartmouth College, and there took the entrance 
examinations. 
One of the many brnnche.1 In 


which bo was examined he never studied, but it 
was here that his prcat reading and retentive 
memory came to his aid, and not only in this 
particular branch, but in all others, he success- 
fully passed the examination, 
lift learned in tho 


month of Jnne of his success with his examina- 
tions. 
Then arose the momentous problem of 


providing tho necessary money to defray his ex- 
penses. Inspired with a worthy ambition, he 
sought work to earn the money. Tho best thing 
obtainable was employment as a laborer with a 
bridge-builder. 
Ho accepted the opportunity 


gladly, and was put to work with other men at 
the dangerous Work of building a cofferdam. He 
continued in the employ of the bridge builder 
until the college .year opened in September, 
With the money thus earned young Bartlett en- 
tered Dartmouth College, and managed to get 
along until the winter vacation came. 


In those days it was customary to permit dc- 


»errin<? students to leave college to teach for brief 
period* country schools throughout New England. 


Availing himself of the opportunity to replenish. 
his depleted fnnds, he went to Truro. Mass., and 
there in that section of the old Cape Cod town 
known as Hogsback, young Bartlctt made his 
first appearance as a school teacher. He was 
successful In his teaching, and with the money 
accumulated he went back to Dartmouth College 
for the spring term. 
.AfWr completing his studies at college that 
spring he went into the hay fields as n laborer, 
and followed the harvest from the lowlands to 
the uplands. With the money earned ho went to 
'college fdr the fall term, later returning to Cape 
Cod to teach a brief terra at Wellfleet. This was 
a rather peculiar school, in that it was made up 
principally of those healthy young C*pe Codders 
who passed most of tho year in deep sea fishing, 
returning homo for * hriof pcilod In winter. 
There were between 50 and CO of them, and they 
were a studious, well-behaved lot nnd seemed to 
realize that it was important that they should

opportunities. 


From Wellfleet Bartlctt returned to oollego for 


another term, when an urgent request came for a 
teacher to take charge of a school in which the 
pupils had been running things to suit themselves. 
The president of the college sent word that he had 
two men, either of whom wero capable of under- 
taking the task. One of them was Gen. Bartlctt. 
and the othor was Judge Maynard, now of tho 
Superior Court of Massachusetts. Gen. Bartlett 
was sent out to take charge of tbe school, and as 
in almost all his undertakings he was successful. 
This school was at South Gardner, Mans. Later 
he again taught at WcllflccL 


While in college Gen. Bartlett was a member of 


the D. E. K. fraternity. 
After ho - graduated 


from college in the class of '69, he received a 
•proposition, to teach the high school at Salmon 
Falls, N.H. There had been considerable trouble 
and ono term had been broken op. 
He took 


charge of the school and taught it peaceably. 


In the meantime at every opportunity, he had 


been studying law, and soon after completing bis 
college course he entered the Albany, N. Y., law 
school. 'He.completed tbe course, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar of Now York in 1871. 


Gen. Bartlctt returned to his New-Hampshire 


home and entered into a law partnership. vKth 
Samuel M. Wheeler of Dover, N.H. He remained 
there two years, and then started for New York 
city by way of Boston. When he arrived in Bos- 
ton he met a friend with whom he had business 
transactions in New Hampshire who wanted him 
to take charge of some legal matters in Boston. 
Gen. Bartlctt demurred, saying he had no office or 
facilities for work, and was on his way to New 
York. He was induced to call lit the office of N. 
B. Bryant, an attorney, and explain the situation 
to him. Mr. Bryant very generously gave Gen. 
Bartlett a desk in his office; .ind invited him to 
remain just as long as he wished. The result was 
that Gen. Bartlctt occupied that 'desk for 13 
years.

•tcps to erect a monument on tho site. 


CHURCH BUILT WITHOUT NAILS. 


The structure shorrn In the cut, which somewhat resembles the upper deck 


•f a ferryboat, Is a church recently built by a Baptist congregation at I.os 
Angeles, Cal. The building Is CO by 21 feet and Is composed of sections, none 
ei-which Is over twelve feet square.
